- Central lumen 250 is defined by outer jacket 256 that may be formed of 
any biocompatible material that may be etched, such as polyethylene glycol or 
polytetrfluroethylene (PTFE) or a similar material. The outer jacket may be 
treated with a material to prevent tissue in-growth. For example, the outer jacket 
may be coated with a porous Polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE) layer such as may 
be formed of expanded PTFE (e-PTFE) having a pore size of less than 10 
microns or smaller. This is described in U.S. Patent 5,609,622.--
